SAYS CLEVELAND 


Kiwanians in regular monthly even- 


ing meeting at the Park hotel Wed- 
nesday evening listened to an able 
address by G. C. Maxwell, Cleveland, 
on the subject of public utilities. 


Mr. Maxwell is a practicing attorney 


who has had experience on all sides 
of the utilities question. 
For four 


years he was secretary of the Ohio 
public utilities commission. 


In his address to Kiwanians he ex- 


pressed his belief that the commission 
form of regulation is the best imagin- 
able. He noted with satisfaction the 
change in attitude of the public to- 
ward utilities and the change in heart 
of ultilities management which he said 
had taken place within the past few 
years. 


"The public be damned policy has 


gone for good," he said. "The public 
must be taken into the confidence of 
the utilities and the cards laid on the 
table." 


No community can grow 
without 


successful utilities, which are the in- 
dex of the quality of the citizenship, 
Mr. Maxwell declared. Prior to 1SSO 
utilities services were virtually 
un- 


heard of. The electric light was not 
invented until 1879, yet today it is in 
nine million homes 
in the 
United 


states. 


The telephone was invented in 1S7G 


and today there are fifteen million in 
theJJmted States. 


The first electric railway was oper- 


ated in Richmond, Va, in 1888. In 
Ohio last year more than a billion 


^aassengers were carried by city and 
.^Tnterurban lines. 


The first plant for the distribution 


of natural gas was built in Titusville, 
Pa.^in 1872. Today the supply of this 
natural fuel is in danger of exhaust- 
ion and conservation is necessary if 
it is to last out the present genera- 
tion. 


In Ohio an investment 
of 
more 


than a billion dollars is required to 
render public utility services. 
Last 


year it cost $182,000,000 to operate 
these public utility plants. They paid 
in taxes $19,000,000. 


The utilities are tax collecting agen- 


cies. Their only source of revenue is 
their customers, and the taxes they 
pay must come from the customers. 
| 


Figures compiled by the state util- 


ities commission show that 40 cents 
of each monthly telephone bill goes 
to taxes; 07 cents of each natural gas 
bill goes to taxes; 50 cents of each 
electricity bill goes to taxes; out of 
every dollar paid for street car tick- 
ets seven cents goes to taxes.

creditor he 


"" would have us arrange an easy-pay- 
- ment plan. 
But the installments «s 


.paid, he urges, should be used in the 
rehabilitation of Europe. 
We are to 


demand the pound of flesh, but when 
It is tendered us we are to not ac- 
cept it. 
Instead, we shall magnani- 


mously refuse it, tho we shall under- 
^tftke to say how tho money shall be 
expended.

The Vanderlip plan, as outlined to 


the Economic Club of New York, is 
the result of an exhaustive study of 
European conditions. 
The author's 


conclusions were frankly explained. In 
the first place, he says, Europe can- 
not pay the debt. Responsible officials 
In various countries have 
admitted 


>.-. that. In the second place, the United 


States could not receive payment, in 
the form of goods, which is the only 
medium by which payments could be 
made, without imperiling our indus- 
trial organization. The flooding of our 
markets with such vast deliveries 
would, he avers, most seriously af- 


- JCect our labor situation and impose 


problems upon us such as we have 
not known 'before. 


The situation, in a word, then, Is 


"this: The debtors cannot pay, and the' 
creditor 
cannot 
collect. 
Payment 


would would impoverish debtor and 
creditor alike. Some kind of adjust- 
ment, therefore, is necessary. Hence 
the Vanderlip idea of ostensibly col-, 


- lecting but immediately reimbursing 


the debtor in the amount paid. 
' 


. v~. Because of his eminence as a fl- 


nancier Mr. Vanderlip's counsel will 
be respectfully heard, but his breath-' 
"taking plan, will be subjected to the 
•everest scrutiny and most searching 
"discussion before any administration 
will consider adopting it. Its merit, at 


. first blush, lies in the fact that it is a 


suggestion responsibly 
offered 
after 


a painstaking investigation of the facts 
and a frank facing of the consequences. 


The manner of presentation, 
how- 


ever, seems to us unfortunate. It is 
a bit theatrical. 
The proposal that 


we assume the 
grand manner, 
the 


"beau geste" was Mr. Vanderlip's ex- 
pression, does not accord with 
the 


gravity and magnitude of this preced- 
ent-shattering proposal. 
Fine phras- 


ing and magnificent attitudinizing have 
no part in this solemn business. The 
subject calls for the plainest black and 
white of our language.
